Speed. Limite 
On Friday = 


A reminder that the new 70- 
mile maximum nighttime speed 
limit on freeways, which is now 
the daytime speed, becomes ef- 
fectivé Friday, Sept. 6 has been 
given by State Police Commission- 
er Joseph A. Childs. 

Effective also at the same time 
is fhe néw45=mile per hour min- 
imum speed, day and night, on 
such highways. 

Childs emphasized that the new 
maximum and minimum apply on: 
ly to the freeways — controlled 
aecess roads — and, in addition, 
can be lawfully driven only when 
they do not conflict with the basic 
speed law which applies “on all 
highways regardless of established 
numerical limits. 

This law requires motorists to 
drive at careful and prudent 
speeds, ‘having due regard for all 
conditions such as weather and 
traffic, and not at a speed great- 
er than will permit the driver to 
stop within the assured cleared 
distanve ahead. 

Childs stressed the necessity: for 
alertness and vigilance in driving 
the new maximum. He pointed out
